wASHINGTON; June 8.—Ferhaps tho
most thrilling and picturesque Incident
of the entire Philipping war ocourred at
Catublg, on the island of Bamar, where
on April 15 lost & party. of thirty-one
listerd men of Company H, Forty-
whird Infantry volunteers, held at bay a
< of some 600 Insurgents during four
at fleree fghting, relnforeements
1 Just In the niek of time.

The war doparbment has recéived re-
ports from Captain H. M. Day, of the
Furty-thied  volunteer (infuntry, and
First Lieutenunt J. T Sweeny, of that
reglment, who commanded the rescus
party giving il the detalls of the at-
tack, the slege and the rolief,

According tb these reports the attack
on the garrison ot Catublg began witn-
out warnlng on Sunday morning Aol
1 From the hills on all sides, irom
wery polat of vantage o the town, and
from & desarted church directly ndjoin-
|sg came & #lfie and cannon fire of tor-
ritle intensity.  On Tuesday morning
pandfuls of burning hemp were thrown
[oto the barracks from the insurgents
In the chureh, and soon the soldiers’
rofuge wis on fire, All efforts to sub-
due the five falled, and finally the lttle
pand made o dash for the river bank
Loms of them were killed bafore the
Lank was vesched, others fell dead in o
bost in which they were uttempting to
muke the opposita shore and when o
trench finelly was dug with bayonels,
thore were only smixteen of the thirty-
uno laft to man It

A Gallant Stand.

Here for two more days Corporal Car-
wn, handling hls mon with the judg-
ment of 4 veternn, held out under & ter-
rible fire, until Ligutenant Sweeny's
commant, which had been ondered to
rupplement the guerison ot Catublg and
wan on- it way upthe Comthe
stenmer Lao- A arrived, SNt I
within & quarter of a mile of Catublg,
wys Licutenant Swaeney in his report,
4id they henr the nelse of the cngage-
ment, Then he realiged that he and his
men were sorely needed, and he ordered
tha eaptaln of the steamertorun hinboat
at top speed.  The Lao-Ang atcamed up
w Citublg unllsr # rain of Mausar bul-
ieta from bpth shores. The small boats
wers lowered; a landing effocted and
ihe roseusrs fought' thelr way through

“Storles have heen elrculnted about
depredations committed by men of our
army, but they hove been falme.

T can’t sso that the ad-
ministration of our distingulshed soc-
retary of war has made any mistakes
in this campalgn. We may have mude
mistakes over there, but, If o, they
have been the result of human labil.

DETROIT, Mich,, June §—Admiral
Dowey was thin afternoon shown the
statement made by the Manlla Times
poncerning an alleged recovery by Gen-
eral Funston's men of o portion of the
archives of the Fillpino rebel govern-
ment, which It was einimed, contained
certain correspondenco between Aguln-
aldo nnd Dewey. After rending the
statoment, Admiral Dewey poaitively
dented ever having written Aguinaldo.
Bnld he: T never wrote a lotter to
Aguinaido in my life. Whenever I
wanted to mee him I sent for him, He
wns employed by me for certaln pur-
poses, Just as I employed o lot of other
people among the natives, 1 made him
nn promises.

THREE WERE KILLED

By Mine 1 at Glouster,
Ohio—~Fow Momonts Later Greater
Loss of Life Would Have Oc-
curred.

GLOURTER, Ohlo, June 8.—Two hun-
dred miners were Imprinoned early this
maorning by an explosion of gus in Mine
No. &, nnd ag many more were about to
enter the mine for work. It was
thought at first that the loss of life
would bn very large, but the work of
the roscucrs was currled on 8o energet-
feally and suceessfully that all' were
rescied and saved by to-night, except
three,  Wvan Joseph, John MoClelland
nnd Anron Swanson were killed and
thelr bodies probably eannot by rocov-
ered to-night, o the mine Ia still on fire,
Theso men wire enguged to wateh the
large mine at night and see that It was
in condition for the miners to enter In
the morning, They were cut off from
nll menns of efcape at the time of the
explonlon, anil thelr horses  perished
with them,  Willlam Willlame, also em-
ployed in the mine, had his leg broken,
and othern suffersd sllght Infurles.

The explosion set the mine on fire,
and the repcylng parly hos beon work-
Ing with diMculty. Btate Mino Inspec-
tor Elemr @, Biddison was telegraphed
for, npd he, with' Doputy Inspeolor
Willlams, are on the ground trylng to
smother and drown the flamen, but ro
